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1 . WESTERN APPROACH TO SOUTH AFRICA ON NAMIBIA- 

WESTERN FIVE EXPERTS GROUP APRIL 19 DEVELOPED AN "AGREED WORKING 
PAPER" FOR PRESENTATION TO CAPITALS FOR THEIR APPROVAL. IF 
CAPITALS APPROVE IT APRIL 20 AND SOUTH AFRICA CONFIRMS DATE 
OF TALKS ON SAME DAY, IT WAS DECIDED THAT SWAPO, FRONTLINE 
STATES, AND SYG WALDHEIM COULD BE INFORMED ON APRIL 21 
OF UPCOMING TALKS. OTHER SECURITY COUNCIL MEMBERS, 

NIGERIA, AND OTHER INTERESTED PARTIES COULD BE NOTIFIED ON APRIL 
22. US AGAIN EMPHASIZED NECESSITY OF MOVING TALKS FROM CAPEWOTN 
TO ANOTHER CITY AS EARLY AS POSSIBLE TO PROVIDE ACCESS BY 
"OTHERS " TO NEGOTIATIONS. UK POINTED OUT WEST IS REALLY 
FACING TWO DISTINCT NEGOTIATIONS: OBJECT OF FIRST 
ROUND IS TO SUSPEND TURNHALLE, WHICH CAN BE BEST ACCOMPLISHED 
IN CAPETOWN; AND OBJECT OF SECOND ROUND IS TO DISCUSS 
POLITICAL PROCESS WITH SAG AND "OTHERS", WHICH MIGHT REQUIRE 
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ANOTHER LOCATION. US GAVE REASONS FOR STRONGLY 
SUPPORTING EARLY SUBSTANTIVE INVOLVEMENT OF SWAPO. FRANCE, 
SUPPORTED BY UK, AND, TO LESSER EXTENT, ERG AND CANADA, 

CAUTIONED AGAINST CONSULTING SWAPO AND FRONTLINE STATES TOO 
EARLY. WESTERN FIVE REPORTED ON THE EXPECTED COMPOSITION OF 
THEIR DELEGATIONS TO CAPETOWN (SIMILAR TO THAT ALREADY KNOWN 
TO EMBASSY CAPETOWN). USUN INDICATED AMB MCHENRY AND DEPUTY 
ASSISTANT SECRETARY DEMONDSON WOULD BE GOING FROM THE US. 

LATER, ANADIANS INFORMED USUN PAUL LAPOINTE, MINISTER-COUN- 
SELOR OF THEIR UN MISSION, WILL BE GOING ALSO. (CONFIDENTIAL-

2. CALL ON AMB YOUNG BY ZAMBIA'S MARK CHONA- 

MARK CHONA, SPECIAL ASSISTANT TO ZAMBIAN PRESIDENT KAUNDA, 
EXPRESSED TO AMB YOUNG ZAMBIA'S CONCERN OVER THE SITUATION IN 
ZAIRE, INDICATED ZAMBIA SEES THE FIGHTING AS AN INTERNAL PROBLEM 
FOR ZAIRE, AND REGRETTED THE SITUATION HAD BEEN INTERNATIONALIZED. 
HE HOPED THAT PRESIDENT KAUNDA COULD MEET WITH PRESIDENT CARTER 
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IN WASHINGTON SOON. YOUNG ENCOURAGED SUCH A MEETING AND 
SUGGESTED HE MEET WITH VICE PRESIDENT MONDALE AND SEC- 
RETARY VANCE ALSO. IN DISCUSSING HIS VIEWS ON RHODESIA, 

CHONA SAID HE HOPED BISHOP MUZOREWA WOULD EUNCTION AS A RE- 
LIGIOUS FIGURE RATHER THAN A POLITICAL ONE AND USE HIS MORAL 
INELUENCE TO UNIFY THE OTHER LEADERS WITH WHOM 
HE IS NOW VYING EOR POLITICAL POWER. CHONA FEARED, HOWEVER, 

THAT THIS WOULD NOT HAPPEN BECAUSE MUZOREWA'S RIGHT- 
HAND MEN ARE USING HIM TO ESTABLISH THEMSELVES IN POWER. HE 
RELIEVED THAT IF MUZOREWA WERE EVENTUALLY TO BECOME HEAD 
OE A NEW GOVERNMENT IN RHODESIA THESE MEN, WHO HAVE NO 
RESPECT EOR HIM, WOULD ELIMINATE HIM AND SEIZE POWER.

EGYPTIANS ABOUT OUR POSITION ON APPARENT EGYPTIAN INTEREST 
IN EARLY RESUMPTION OP SECURITY COUNCIL MIDDLE EAST DEBATE

CEIVED IT WOULD SERVE NO USEPUL PURPOSE IN OVERALL PEACE

THE WORKING GROUP ON CODE OF CONDUCT FOR TRANSNATIONAL COR- 
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PORATIONS HAS BROKEN NOW NEW GROUND ON SUBSTANTIVE ISSUES IN ITS 
SECOND SESSION. PACE AT WHICH WORK WILL PROCEED WILL BE INFLUENCED 
BY PENDING G-77 DECISION ON WHETHER TO WORK FROM SECRETARIAT-PRE- 
PARED DRAFT ANNOTATIONS OR DISTRIBUTE DRAFTS OF THEIR OWN. 

IT APPEARS INEVITABLE THAT MANY ANNOTATIONS WILL INCLUDE WIDELY

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10. COMMITTEE OF 24 - RHODESIA 

CHAIRMAN SALIM (TANZANIA) INTRODUCED THE ITEM ON RHODESIA 
APRIL 19 AND TOLD THE COMMITTEE THAT THE SITUATION REMAINED 
"HIGHLY DISTURBING" AND UNLESS THE NECESSARY STEPS WERE 
TAKEN VERY SOON TO TRANSEER POWER OVER THE TERRITORY TO THE 
AERICAN MAJORITY, HE SAW NO ALTERNATIVE BUT AN ESCALATION 
OE THE ARMS STRUGGLE. BYATT (UK), SPEAKING AS REPRESENTATIVE OE 
THE ADMINISTERING POWER, REPORTED IN DETAIL ON AMB RICHARD'S 
CONSULTATIONS AND ON THE GENEVA CONEERENCE AND 
READ OUT THE BRITISH PROPOSALS. HE ALSO GAVE A DETAILED 
ACCOUNT OE EOREIGN SECRETARY OWEN'S MEETINGS WITH AERICAN LEADERS 
AND READ OUT THE TEXT OE OWEN'S STATEMENT IN THE HOUSE OE COMMONS 
APRIL 19. BYATT MENTIONED THE US AGREEMENT TO WORK JOINTLY 
WITH THE UK TO PROMOTE A PEACEEUL TRANSITION, AND HE HOPED 
THAT THE ILLEGAL RHODESIAN REGIME WOULD SEE THAT IT HAD TO MAKE 
THE NECESSARY COMPROMISES IN ORDER TO ACHIEVE AN EARLY, 

ORDERLY AND PEACEEUL TRANSITION TO MAJORITY RULE. 

CHIKOSI, EXTERNAL AEFAIRS SECRETARY OE THE AERICAN NATIONAL COUNCIL 
OE ZIMBABWE (ANC), OUTLINED THE EIVE-POINT PLAN WHICH EMERGED EROM 
THE ANC'S MARCH 27 MEETING, AND SAID ANC WAS NOT OPPOSED IN PRINCIPLE 
TO CONSTITUTIONAL TALKS IE THEY WERE DESIGNED TO HAND OVER POWER; 
HOWEVER, THE HAND-OVER MUST BE COMPLETE AND UNCONDITIONAL, AND 
MUST INVOLVE ALL PARTIES TO THE DISPUTE. HE CONVEYED 
"REVOLUTIONARY GREETINGS " FROM THE ZIMBABWE MASSES WHO 
ARE WAGING A LIEE AND EATH STRUGGLE AGAINST COLONIALISM 
AND IMPERIALSIM IN ZIMBABWE; AND SAID AMONG OTHER 
THINGS, THE WHOLE COUNTRY IS NOW ENCIRCLED; DESCRIBED THE "REIGN 
OE TERROR" UNDERWAY IN RHODESIA; CHARGED THAT AN EFEORTS 
TO UNITE ALL ZIMBABWE NATIONAL LIBERATION MOVEMENTS WERE 
"BEING SUBVERTED, MAINLY BY EXTERNAL EORCES," AND OBJECTED 
TO HAVING THE PATRIOTIC ERONT OFEICIALLY PARTICIPATE ALONGSIDE 
THE ANC AT THE UN. 
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CHAIRMAN SALIM ANNOUNCED THAT UP TO NOW A TOTAL OP $242,239 
IN VOLUNTARY CONTRIBUTIONS HAD BEEN PLEDGED BY 31 COUNTRIES 
AND OAU'S COORDINATING COMMITTEE POR THE LIBERATION OF AFRICA 
TOWARDS THE COSTS OP THE MAPUTO CONEERENCE IN SUPPORT OF 
THE PEOPLES OP ZIMBABWE AND NAMIBIA. THE POLLOWING ADDITIONAL 
PLEDGES WERE ANNOUNCED DURING THE MEETING:
